BERLIN, Dec. 2.—Paul Kruger was given a 
most pointed intimation that his presence in 
Berlin is not desired, and his plans have 
been suddenly changed. Count Tschirky 
Boegendorf, German Minister to Luxemburg, 
who will succeed Dr. Munn von Schwarzen- 
stein as the German representative at Pekin, 
was sent to Cologne to convey to Mr. Kruger 
the regret of Emperor William that his plans 
will not allow his Majesty to receive him at 
present, 

This, it is said, is the Emperor's reply toa 
telegram Mr. Kruger sent to the Emperor 
upon reaching German territory, expressing 
his sentiments of respectful devotion and 
cordial sympathy. Upon receiving the mes- 
sage Mr. Kruger altered his plans. It is un- 

erstood that he will go from Cologne to The 


British demonstration at Liege Mr. Kruger 
has been requested to avoid Belgian territory 
on his journey to Holland. 


Diplomatic Mistakes Pointed Out. 


The Cologne Gazette had previously issued 
a statement semi-officially intimating that 
Mr. Kruger hdd failed to comply with the 
custom followed when one sovereign visits 
another of ascertaining through diplomatic 
channels beforehand whether his visit will 
be agreeable. This is the reason no official 
reception was * to Mr. Kruger in Co- 
logne. 

Moreover, if ne had inquired if his visit 
would be agreeable he would have promptly 
met with a negative answer inasmuch as 
his visit had a political object—namely: to 
induce the rulers of the states he vigits to 
abandon the neutrality hitherto observed. 
A strict observance of neutrality accords 
with the interests of Germany and it would 
be a grave mistake to allow it to appear, as 
if in consonance with Mr. Kruger’s wish, 
that it would not continue and be uncondi-

| Enthusiasm at Cologne.

COLOGNE, Dec. 2.—The reception of ex- 
President Kruger on. his arrival here was 
the culmination of the demonstrations which 
have greeted him since he landed at Mar- 
seilles. The crowds exceeded in denseness 
any that assembled in France. Thousands 
gathered as early as 8 o'clock in the even- 
ing, although it was known that Mr. Kruger 
would not arrive until nearly midnight. 
When the train bearing the Boer leader 
stopped at the station it was stormed by the 
people. 

The arrangements that had been made vy 
the authorities were completely upset. The 
people clambered upon the cars and the 
signal posts in their anxiety to see Mr. 


Kruger. 


‘Terrific Crush at Station. 

In the course of the rush a staging col- 
lapsed, and twenty persons were hurled to 
the ground. Three of them*were seriously 
injured. Owing to the immense crush it was 
ten minutes before Mr. Kruger could leave 
the train, fifteen before he escaped from the 
station, and twenty more before his cafriage 
covered the few hundred yards to the hotel. 
The lack of proper police arrangements re- 
sulted in dangerous crushing, in which the 
aged visitor himself suffered. He was 
helped into the hotel by a Boer delegaté, who 
had hold of one of his arms, and a police- 
man, Who had the other arm. He was ap-. 
parently breathless and exhausted. It is 
stated ‘that his first words when inside the 
hotel were: “Are we all safe? 


Huge Crowds in Square. . 

The Hotel Dam, where Mr. Kruger is 
stopping. faces the great square on which 
the cathedral fronts. This square is, roughly 
speaking, five times as big as Trafalgar 
square in London. It was packed to its ut- 
most limits with a cheering crowd. After a 
brief rest Mr. Kruger went out on a balcony, 
over which there was a large Transvaal flag. 
His appearance was the signal for renewed 
cheering. 

The authorities, warned by the night's hap- 
penings, took extensive police precautions 
today, the necessity for which was sufficient- 
iy shown by the battered condition of the 
square, where the railings protecting the 
fiower beds had been torn up and other dam- 
age done.

FCOTBALL PLAYER 15 ACCI- 
_ DENTS AND PRAISES SPORT. 


Attleboro, Mass., Boy Breaks*16 Bones, 
Sprains Ankles, Winds Up by Being 
Paralysed from Kick, Yet Says It Is 
Greatest Pastime in the World— 
Tells Story of His Misfortunes and 
Longs for Gridiron — Injuries Re- 
ceived in Five Years. 


1896—Back severely wrenched. 


SILL IN THR GAME 


“Attleboro, Mass., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—Ver- 
non White of Attleboro perhaps has re- 
ceived more injuries in football than any 
other individual player in America. Yet he 
declares football is the greatest game on 
earth and that he would rather play than eat. 

For more than five years White has started 
in on the football season in excellent trim, 
but before its close he has many times been 
carried from the field severely injured. 

White has for the last four years played 
left end on the football team of the Attle- 
boro High School, and is one of the best 
players on the team. His fearlessness and 
his love for the game have served to lay 
him low as many as fifteen time in five years, 
each time with at least one bone broken. 
Undaunted, however, the next season finds 
him once more in the game, only to be car- 
ried back to his home a cripple. His Jatest 
injury, sustained on Thanksgiving day, was 
perhaps the most serious he has yet received. 


Tells of His Accidents. 


The story of the accident as told by White 
is as follows: 
It was shortly after the start of the 


| game. We had made our first touchdown and 


were confident of victory; still the ball was 
on our twenty-five-yard line, and the other 
téam had gradually pushed the ball down the 
field. I was on the left end and I saw by the 
formation of the opposing backs that a run 
around my end was intended. 

The ball was snapped back, and on they 
came at full speed. The interference was 
perfect, and I saw at once I would be unable 
to make a fair tackle, so I waited until they 
were almost upon me and then dived at their 
feet, hoping to trip them up and stop the ball. 
I was successful in this, for down they 
crashed upon me. The next thing I knew I 
was here in bed, where I have been ever 
since. 

“TI don't think Iam hurt as badly as thy 
say I am, for the only bones broken are two 
ribs, which I had broken in a previous game 
this season. I went into this last game wear- 
ing ea plaster cast to protect them, but in 


Is Getting Used to It. 


I do not suffer much; perhaps it is be- 
cause I am getting used to being laid up. 
I am inconvenienced greatly, however, by 
the fact that I am unable to move either of 
my legs. The doctors say I am temporarily 
paralyzed, but they are certain that soon I 
will be all right again.“ 

White, the doctors say, rectived a severe 
kick on the pelvis, which injured the nerves 
of that locality, and brought on this seeming 
paralysis of the lower limbs. Just how long 
it will take for recovery to be brought about 
Ys not known yet. 

White's story of his previous injuries is as 
follows: 

The first time I was hurt was in the fall 
of 1895. I was playing quarter back. In the 
latter part of the first half I made a fumble, 
and I immediately fell on the ball. The op- 
posing team broke through our line and 
piled on top of me. I felt sharp pains all 
through my body, then heard something 
snap, and then I knew nothing for a long 
time. When finally I did come to I was. 
told I had sustained a severe fracture of the 
left leg above the knee joint, that my collar- 
bone had given way, and then I discovered 
fod myself, on trying to move, that I had 
sprained my right ankle. For the next few 
months I lay on my back, but at last I re- 
covered, and at once started in to — 
for the next season. 


Hurts Fail to Stop Him. 
“The fall soon came, and once more I 
was in the ranks, but this time as half back. 
On the first rush of the season I scored a 
touchdown, but after I had crossed the goal 
line I slipped, and in falling managed to 
break my nose. This did not keep me from 
playing the rest of the game, however, and 
so I did not mind that. 
“For several days after that I practiced 
daily, and twice in this time upset my nose, 
and in the next game was laid out for the 
rest of the season. I got in a mixup with sev- 
eral of the opposing players, and had my 
back severely sprained and twisted. This 
was the most painful injury I ever received, 
and it was a long time before I was able to 
move at all. 
In 1897 I had my left hand stepped on, 
and three fingers were broken. This did 
not keep me off the gridiron long, though, for 
I had big splints put on, and went into the 
next game. In this contest, however, I was 
again forced to retire from the field; this time 
* my ankle broken. I hobbled around all 
| winter as a result of this accident. 
In the following year I think I got off 
comparatively easy, as I only had one rib 
broken and my wrist sprained and arm 
broken. This did not happen until late in 
the season, and so I had a lot of football that 
year. 
In 1899 I suffered exceedingly from a 
severe fracture of the left leg. The bone 
was badly splintered, and in some places 
protruded from the skin. It took a long time 
for me to recover from this. 
Football is a great game, however, and 
I had rather play it than eat a Thanksgiving 
dinner every day. 
Among his schoolmates White is regarded 
as a foolishly daring player. Time and time 
again has he taken the most desperate 
chances, and it is due more to the reckless 
manner in which he plunges into the rushes 
than to ill-luck that he has been hurt so many 


times. 
Player Seriously Injured. 

Williamsport, Pa., Dec. 2.—[Speciai.J—- 
Quarter Back Wolfinger of the Milton High 
School team, which played the Seminary 
eleven here yesterday, is in a critical condi- 
tion as a result of injuries received in a 
scrimmage in the second haif.

Charies Blow, 1210 Milwaukee avenue, is 
being sought for by a dozen detectives this 
morning on a charge of attempting to chloro- 
form his wife and three children. Blow has 
been missing for three days, but the police 
believe he is still in the city, and they hope 
to catch him before night. 

According to the story told to the police 
of the Rawson Street Station yesterday aft- 
ernoon by Mrs. Blow, her husband had 
plotted carefully to murder his family, and, 
being discovered in the act, seized a satchel 
which he had packed already and fled. 


Mrs. Blow Tells Her Story. 

Mrs. Blow apparently had not recovered 
from the effects of the drug when she entered 
the station. To Lieutenant Krohl she tobi 
the following story: 

A week ago the family retired to bed early, 

ut Mrs. Blow was awakened later by the 
odor of chloroform in the room and found her 
husband attempting to chloroform their 
three children. 


Handkerchief Over Her Face. 
A cloth saturated with the drug had been 
spread over her faee, she told the Lieutenant, 
and she was nearly unconscious herself. 
Her children appeared completely under the 
influence of the fumes. The gas jet in the 
room was turned on full, Mrs. Blow declared, 
and the air was heavy with the odor: 


Husband Runs from Room. 
The terrified woman staggered from her 
bed and at the sound her husband fled from 
the room. Half unconscious, the woman 
struggled to a window and threw it wide 
open. 

The cold night air partly revived her and 
she hurried to the beds where the children 
Were sleeping. They were breathing heavily, 
she told Lieutenant Krohl, and fearing they 
werd dead she rushed from the house and 
eave the alarm. 


Medical Aid 
Tne neighbors were aroused quickly and 
some hurried to the Blow house with the 
mother, while others hastened for medical 
assistance. Two doctors were soon at the 
“house, and at once began the task of reviving 
the three children. 
It was some time before thes regained con- 
sciousness and the combined effect of gas 
and chloroform made the entire family il 
- for several days, the mother said. It was 
for that reason, she explained, that she had 
waited so long before notifying the police. 
Lieutenant Krohl at once took the woman 
before Justice O’ Donahue and secured a war- 
rant charging Blow with attempted murder. 
Late last night a message was sent to every 
lice station in the city to arrest the missing 
man on sight.

Many Churches; Saleons, and Public 


Places Remain shut and Street Cars 
Are Kept Out ot the Infected Dis- 
trict — Other Oities May Quarantine 


‘Against the Town — Eealth Board 
Takes Decisive Steps te Check the 


Disease. 


Winona, Minh. Dec. 2.—[{Special.]—This 
city is now experiencing the worst epidemic 
in its history. There are between 500 and 600 
cases of smallpox in this gity, and the number 


of cases is increasing. 


The epidemic is confined mostly to the resi- 
dents of the ‘Fourth Ward, where the popu- 
lation is made up of*Polanders and Boh<- 
mians. There are Also a large number of 
cases throughout the rest of the city among 
the better classes of pie. : 

Secretary H. M. Bracken of the State 
Board of Health visited the city, and upon 
examination pronounced the disease small- 
pox in a mild form. Up to date there have 
been no fatalities, but it is feared that with 
the approach of colder weather the epidemic 
will grow worse and fatalities result. 


Strict quarantine measures have been. 


taken, however, to stop the progress of the 
disease: As board of inspection, composed 
of a number.of local doctors, is making a 
canvass of. every house in the afflicted dis- 
trict, and whenever the disease has been dis- 
covered the houses have been quarantined. 
Today several churchs in the Fourth Ward 
were closed, as well as several saloons. A 
majority of the steam laundries have been 
closed, and the barbers throughout the city 
have been ordered to report all cases where 
the faces showed the presence of smallpox. 
The street cars have also been stopped from 
running into the smallpox districts. ' 
The city has a population of 19,000, and the 
immense number of cases in comparison to 
the size has caused genera! consternation. 
There is talk by the §tate health authori- 
ties of quarantining the town as a whole if 
the disease continues to spread. To save 
this and the subsequent loss to business the 
health authorities are taking heroic meas- 
ures. Aside from visiting every house un- 


der suspicion and guarantining every mem 


ber of the household is vaccinated, thus hop- 
ing to stop the spread. 

There is even talk now that the session of 
the United States Court, which should con- 
vene here next week, be postponed until the 
disease is under control.

New York first night audiences, according 
to Marc Klaw, are assemblages which — 
to be abolished.

There is the society 
eloment, of course, but that is neither so 
marked or 80 obtrusive. Those cynics go to 
the playhouse thirsting for blood. I was 
standing at the entrance of a theater one 
night not so long ago, and after the per- 
formance a well known surgeon brushed 
past me. * That is a good play,’ I heard hira 
say, but it will not make any money.’ Now, 
just think of that fellow and his view. of life. 
There he was, coming from a place of amus¢- 
ment, a place where he had gone presumably 
to be amused, and thinking only of dollars 
and cents. I hear talk sometimes about 
sordid managers, but I never knew a man- 
ager as sordid as he. Nor is he an exception 
by any means.“ 

Mr. Klaw continued with the statement 
that the abuse was becoming so crying that 
steps were being taken to remedy it. 

As fast as we can,“ he said, “ we are 
finding out the persons in this class and are 
making it difficult for them to get entrance 
first nights.“

An Interesting German Play. 


“Der Probe Kandidat,” presented by the 
German Dramatic company at Powers’ The- 
ater last night, and received with much fa- 
vor by the audience, is an example of a 
play powerful in its own language but not 
likely to lend itself profitably te adaptation 
or translation. Its applications are too ra- 
cial to have a strong general interest. In 
many ways this limitation is to be regretted, 
for the characterizations have in them the 
human nature which is world-appealing, and 
the detail of the piece is something exquisite. 

In Germany it has been called the best 
work of its author, Max Dreyer, and since 
the date of its production, about a year ago, 
its career has been one of great success. 

It probably is best called a tendency 
drama, as its aim is to show how scientific 
thought is rooting up tradition and how hard 
is the labor. Most properly, the scene of 
action is a small village, the natural strong- 
hold of dogma. It is not to be supposed, 
however, that the drama is built on the lines 
of the doleful serious. On the contrary, it 
is a satire as lively as biting, and more than 
once its comedy approaches the line of farce. 

The central figure of the play is Dr. Fritz 
Heitmann, candidate for the position of 
scientific master at the grammar school. He 
seems sure of the coveted position, when 
it becomes noised about that he has been 
teaching the elder boys the principles of 
Darwinism. He is ordered to make public 
apology. and because his father and mother 
are dependent upon him, and because his 
marriage with his sweetheart will be has- 
tened by his successful candidateship, he 
bows his spirit and agrees. But when he 
begins to talk to his pupils his courage re- 
turns and he bids them seek the truth wher- 
ever they may find it and at whatever 
cost. He loses the coveted: place, and his 
sweetheart, too. In fact, the ending is hard- 
ly satisfactory, for his future has yet to be 
decided when the curtain falls. 

A unique personage in the play is a teach- 
er, Störmer, who, when angry, conceals his 
feelings in public but in private rages fiercely. 
The stock company gave the play an intel- 
ligent performance, Ewald Bach taking * 
role of Dr. Heitmann.

A Free Lance. 


Time was when the name of bert 
Mantell was more familiar in Chicago than 
of late years, but the matinée favorite of 
another decade has not been forgotten.

Nor is the 
unctuous, elocutionary delivery a weariness 
to the ears. Indeed, save in the love 
passages—where its romantic stiffness is a 
little irksome—the cadences fall pleasantly. 
Be it understood, the play is not meant for 
naturalistic methods.. In story it harks back 
to the Germany of the fifteenth century, and 
the holy palmer and the fair maiden accused 
of witchcraft both are among its characters. 
According to Mr. el Frohman’s defini- 
tion of the ideal play, “A Free Lance ought 
to mark high; it shrines both self-renuncia- 
tion and love, and the villains and their 
crew are the personages offered up for final

LOOTING OLD OBSERVATORY.

PEKIN, Dec. 2.—Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching, the Chinese plenipotentiaries, 
are considering a suggestion which has been 


made to them that they ascertain what the 
Dowager Empress thinks of a proposition 


that the court return from Singan-Fu to 


Pokin under a guarantee of protection to be 


giyen by all the powers. This guarantee, 
however, is made conditional upon the Em- 
press taking no part in the government in 
the future. Furthermore, she will have to 
agree to live at the summer palace or some 
other place, the choice of her residence being 
left to her, but the powers will guarantee 
that she will be given an assured income for 
tze balance of her life. 

The powers also propose that the Emperor 
shall resume the throne and exercise all the 
powers that were usurped by. the Empress 


Dowager, and that the latter shall agree not 


to interfere with his Majesty. 
Want Court Within Reach. 
It is stated that this suggestion was 
— by any individual Minister, but there 
no doubt that all the foreign representa- 
tives would like to know that the court would 
return here, as its presence would simplify 
the other difficulties in the way of the peace 
negotiations. 
Empress’ Birthday Almost Ignored. 
For the first time in years the anniversary 
of the birth of the Dowager Empress, which 
fell on Nov. 30, passed without notice in 
Pekin. Usually there are great celebrations 
in honor of the day. This year it was not 
thought of except by Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching. They went to the Tsung-li- 
Yamen, where they prostrated themselves 
thrice and knocked their heads against the 
floor nine times. A few of the officials did 
likewise, but not in sight of foreigners. 
Advices from Singan-Fu are to the effect 
that there were no celebrations there beyond 
prostrations and knocking of heads on the 
floor. Many presents were sent to the 
Dowager Empress from the provinces. The 
southern Viceroys sent quantities of silks, 
satins, and silver. 
England Aiding Gernfans. 
England is again assisting the Germans. 
Previously the Germans were looting fur- 
niture from the district controlled by the 
English. The British commander requested 
Count von Waldersee to stop this, and In- 
formed him that Great Britain would pro- 
vide the furniture needed, agreeing to fur- 
nish quarters for 1,000 men. The German 
district is in a filthy condition, notwith- 
Standing the efforts of the German soldiers, 
who seemed to be unable to clean it. An 
Englishman has taken a contract to keep 
it clean, and the Germans have authorized 
‘him to assess each Chinaman in the district 
for one day's work. 


Looting Pekin Observatory. 

Looting has begun at the Pekin observa- 
tory, the Germans and French partaking. 
It is now stated that the Russians began it 
by taking silver ornaments from the celestial 
globe, their alleged object being to prevent 
vandalism and to save the works of art 
from further destruction. This looting is on

REFORM IN PHILIPPINES. 


COMMISSION TO TAKE UP NEW 
LIQUOR REGULATIONS. 


Sale of Intoxicants to Be Controlled 
and Gambling Stopped—Self-Styled

MANILA, Dec. 2.—The sweeping reform 
bill proposed by the Philippine commission 
will be discussed on next Wednesday. This 
bill regulates the liquor trade of Manila by 
providing for the closing of the saloons on 
Sunday, prohibiting the sale of intoxicants 
in the public markets, booths, and plazas, 
and also the sale of native wines to soldiers. 
Furthermore, it prohibits gambling devices, 
and orders that saloons be removed from the 
Escolta and.the main streets of the city. 
This last clause is being opposed by the 
largest saloon and theater owners. 

Seventeen hundred bolomen belonging to 
General Tinio’s band of insurgents surren- 
dered at Vigan on Friday to Captain Green 
of the Thirty-third Regiment. Not having 
a sufficient number of men to guard the 
rebels adequately Captain Green instructed 
them to returntoday. In the meantime Gen- 
eral Young, with a troop of cavalry, has 
been investigating the character of the men 
who desire to surrender, as it is believed 
that many of them are not what they repre-

Seagelstell distinguished himself in the 
Philippines by capturing a Filipino soldier 
and by being himself captured before he 
could land the Filipino within the American 
lines. While scouting around on his own 
account at Lipa the little fellow came upon 
a stray Filipino, whom he took into custody 
at the point of a gun. He was on his way 
to camp with his prisoner when a band of 
Filipinos took him in. Beyond relieving him 
of his shoes and hat, the Filipinos treated 
him kindly, and a few days later turned him 
over to the Americans.

WILDE DIES ‘REPENTING. 


IN HIS LAST WORDS HE BLAMES 
MANY FOR HIS CAREER. 


Says That if His Father Had Not Kept 
Him from the Catholic Church He 
Would Have Been a Better Man— 
Speaks Bitterly of Those Who Had 
Once Enjoyed His Generosity ad

I did my best to console him, when;he sud- 
denly burst into tears. 

“I felt deeply moved as he told a sad tale 
of blight and misery through which he had 
passed.

Assuredly their 
zeal is out of all relation to their wisdom. 
Every wild proposal, including the conscrip- 
tion of Hooligans,” 1s solemnly canvassed | 
as a means of mending the military machine. 
The regulation critics mostly agree that with 
a few more millions spent on the artillery 


and a few more hours drill a week the thing 


is done. They snap out “amateur” and 
“mere civilian” to the skeptics who reject 
their nostrums. 

The least hopeful thing about all the pres- 
ent discussion is that neither the army mem 
bers of Parliament nor Mr. Brodrick, the 
new War Minister, shows any signs of ap- 
preciating the abundant demonstrations of 
the south African war that there is all the 
difference im the world between soldiering 
and fighting. 

Expert Scout Tells of Needs. 

Major Burnham, the scout who guided 
General French's cavalry division to Pre- 
torla, a man of vide experience in warfare in 
various parts of the world, whose opinion is 
entitled to as much respect as that of any- 
bedy who has been through the war, is now 
in England recuperating. He has an auto- 
graph letter from Lord Roberts, stating that 
no other man could have performed the serv- 
ice he has rendered—service requiring train- 
ing, skill, courage, and endurance. 

Major Burnham says, in an interview pub- 
lished today: 


t “I am convinced that the modern gun 
brings us back to the first principles in war- 


fare, and puts a premium on individuality. 
Men who are under accurate fire at long 
range from a concealed enemy have to ad- 
vance the best way they can, each man for. 
himself, and spread over so much ground 
that no officer can keep an eye on the whole 
of them. 

“The day. when men are moved in battle 
like machines seems to have gone by, and 
instead of producing machines any more we 
have got to train the individual soldier. One 
thousand men trained to think for them- 
selves, and to-shoot straight can whip 10,000 
drilled in the old-fashioned way. Many good 
scouts are being produced by the war with 
the Boers, and some excellent scouting is 
being done by the American army in the 
Philippines. 


Ideal Training tor Soldiers. 

„It seems to me that the ideal training 
for the soldier in the future will be that 
which makes every man more or less a 
scout, taught to use common sense and all 
five of his other senses, and, above all, to 
become a good rifle shot, for, with all due 
respect to the artillery, it is the man with 
the rifle who counts in battle. It is surely a 
mistake to give a man three years’ drill and 
only three months at the rifle butts, and then 
call him a soldier, when he could meet mod- 
ern conditions far better with three years 
of the rifie and three months’ drill. 

“The moral effect of the bayonet is all 
right, no doubt, among men who would be 
rattled by a bayonet charge, but men who 
have had long experience with the rifle, and 
who are absolutely sure of themselves, would 
ask for nothing better thana bayonet charge 
from the enemy.“ 


PAGET CHASING BOER FORCE. 


Latér Details of Encounter at Riet- 
fontein Indicate Heavy Burgh- 
er Losses. 


BLOEMFONTEIN, Dec. 2.—Further de- 
tails have been received regarding the fight 
near Rietfontein between the British under 
General Paget and the Boers under Com- 
mandants Viljoen and Erasmus on Nov. 
and Nov. 29. 

General Paget toward evening on the sec- 
ond day closed in upon the Boer position with 
the intention of attacking next day at dawn. 
The Boers, however, with reinforcements, in- 
cluding three guns, made a desperate attack 
and severe fighting ensued. | 
ne Boers, who were repulsed with heavy 
loss, withdrew in a northeasterly direction. 
General Paget, having occupied their posi- 
tion, sent mounted infantry in pursuit. The 
New Zealanders displayed great gallantry, 
dosing five out of the six wounded officers. 


Roberts Visits Ladysmith. 
LADYSMITH, Natal, Dec. 2.—Lord Rob- 
erts, who arrived here on Friday, had in- 
spected Majuba and Lains's Nek while en 
route. 

Replying to an address from the towns- 
people here, he expressed his admiration of 
the gallant defense of the town, which he 
characterized as a “ glorious memorial of 
British pluck and endurance, only equaled 
by the determination and bravery of the re- 
lieving force.“ 

He said he trusted the day was not far dis- 
tapt when peace would reign supreme and 
“ without ill-feeling toward a conquered 
toe. Lord Roberts has visited Colenso and 
the surrounding battlefields. 

Cape Colonists Discuss War. 

CAPE TOWN, Dec. 2.—Replying at Stellen- 

boch, Cape Colony, to an address presented 
to him by the leaders of the Afrikander bund, 
J. X. Merriman, former Treasurer of Cape 
Colony, in the course of an impassioned 
speech denounced the war in south Africa as 
one the blackest spots in British an- 


N t methods of British warfare, 
he said] were such as encouraged the worst 
clements cn both sides and were bound to 
prove fatal to the ultimate peace of the coun- 
try. He declared that neither he nor J. W. 
Sauer, former Commissioner of Public 
Works, would attend the Worcester congress, 
lest it should be said that the congress was 
engineered by politicians, and he appealed to 
all Afrikanders to speak boldly when ‘uphold- 
ing their rights, and yet to “ avoid wild lan- 
guage or actions which might lead to the ab- 
rogation of the last vestige of freedom.” 

Mr. Sauer, whose speech was rather more 
militant, demanded the removal of Sir Alfred 
Milner, whom he described as “ violently 
anti-Dutch.” He declared that if Great Brit- 
ain deprived the two republics of their inde- 
pendence she would lose the affection of all 
south Africans. Referring to the Worcester 
congress, he urged the delegates to show

PRESENTS ITALIAN BUDGET. 


Deficit of Over Two and a Half Million 
Dollars Accountable,to War 
in China. 


ROME, Dec. 2.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today Sig. Rubini, Minister of the 
Treasury and ad interim Minister of Fi- 
nance, announced his budget, stating that 
the budget of 1900-1901 at present showed a 
deficit of 19,000,000 lire ($3,800,000), of which 
13,000,000 lire ($2,600,000) must be charged 
up to the expenses of the Chinese expedi- 

‘tion. 

The Minister said, however, that in view 
of the continuing increase of the revenue 
over the estimates this deficit would cer- 
tainly be greatly reduced before the end 
of the financial year. He pointed out also 
that while the estimates for 1901-1902 showed 
a deficit of 18,000,000 lire ($3,000,000), here 
again no allowance had beén made for in- 
creasing revenues, which would probably 
reduce the deficit. 

Sig. Rubini explained that these small 
deficits arose from the paying off of the 
debt and from outlay for railroad construc- 
tion. The budget situation he characterized 
as essentially good, but he insisted that it 
was absolutely imperative to abstain from 
all increase of taxation and fresh loans in 
order to secure a budget which, by raising 
credit and confidence in the country, will 
enable the government to proceed with much 
desired extensive and useful reforms.’’

est son of the Crown Prince and who bears, 
like his father, the name Gustav Adolph. The 
young Prince, who has lately celebrated his 
eighteenth birthday, signalized the attain- 
ment of his majority by taking an oath of 
allegiance to the Crown of Sweden and like- 
wise to observe and comply with the terms of 
the national constitution. This ceremony is 
prescribed by Swedish law for Princes of the 
reigning family when they come of age. | 
There is nothing, however, in the Nor- 
wegian constitution that calls for anything of 
the kind. Tet as an act of courtesy and of re- 
gard to the Norwegian people, the Crown 
Prince when, in his capacity of Regent, he 
opened the Norwegian Parliament at Chris- 
tiania a fortnight ago, caused his eldest son 
to accompany him and to take, in the pres- 
ence of the entire Legislature, the same oath 
of fealty to the Norwegian constitution that 
he had previously taken in the case of the 
Swedish constitution at Stockholm. 

Instead of appreciating this in the light of 
an act of graciousness, the Norwegian Par- 
llament gave it so little recognition that the 
matter was not even entered on the minutes 
of the House, while the Conservative as well 
as the Liberal papers of Norway ridiculed 
the oath taken by the Prince as of no legal 
value and the making of it as “an idle 
ceremony,” since in the event of the young 
Prince being appointed Regent it could not 
absolve him from taking the additional oath 
prescribed by the constitution, and that 
under the circumstances the administration 
of useless oaths is not a practice to be com- 
mended.“ 


Although no mention has been made there- 
of in the papers, yet it has become 
known in official circles in Vienna that the 
Czar a few weeks before being prostrated by 
illness came to the financial assistance of the 
reigning Prince of Montenegro, and by thus 
relieving him of his acute financia) embarrass- 
ments earned a fresh claim on the gratitude 
of the Prince’s daughter, Queen Helene of 
Italy, which, in view of the enormous influ- 
ence which she exercises over her husband, 
is not without a considerable amount of po- 
litical importance. 

How grave were the financial difficulties 
of the Montenegrin ruler may be gathered 
from the ciréumstance that shortly after the 
death of King Humbert the young Queen 
was obliged to scrape together the sum of 
$100,000, which she sent through Admiral 
Canevaro, the Italian ex-Premier, to her 
father, and that the latter in his straits had 
even gone to the length of appealing to the 
Sultan for a loan. Matters indeed reached a 
crisis when, two months ago, the Austrian 
postal authorities declined to handle any 
more Montenegrin mail owing to the fact 
that the Mohtenegrin postal department had 
accumulated a debt of over a million dollars 
to the Austro-H n general postofiice, 
giving the latter in lieu thereof promissory 
notes, which it is needless to say the Austrian 
authorities declined to accept in place of cash. 

The Czar, realizing that the 
through his monetary troubles, was in danger 
of becoming a dependent upon anybody who 
extended a helping hand, and being unwill- 
ing to lose in this way the fruits of all the 
large peeuniary sacrifices already made by 
his father and himself in behalf of the reign- 
ing house of Montenegro, resolved to come 
once again to his rescue by assuming charge 
of his debts and by adding from his privy 
purse $100,000 a year to the civil list of $50,000 
a year which the Prince manages to extract 
from his rather heavily taxed subjects. 


Inasmuch as the late Czar and the pres- 
ent ‘Emperor of Russia have not only de- 
frayed the expenses of the education of all 
the children of the Prince of Montenegro, 


| besides munificently dowering them on their 


marriage, it certainly seems somewhat hard 
that the Russian autocrat should be called 
upon to pay once more (it is the third time) 
the debts of the Prince of Montenegro, and 
to provide for his future maintenance. But, 
on the other hand, it is impossible to close 
one’s eyes to the fact that by so doing tha 
Czar virtually converts Montenegro into a 
Russian province, its sovereign into a sub- 
servient vassal, besides. establishing a 
stronger claim even than before upon the 
gratitude of Italy’s Queen, and incidentally 
upon that of Italy’s King. 


—— 

Although Lord Darnley has succeeded to 
his elder brother’s earldom, he has not suc- 
ceeded to his seat.in the House of Lords. 
For the earldom of Darnley, as well as the 
viscounty, are Irish dignities, whereas the 
English barony of Clifton, which alone en- 
titled the late Earl to a seat in the House 
of Lords, is inherited by the dead Earl's 
infant daughter, whose name, owing to the 
fact of her being under the age of 12 months, 
does not as yet figure in any of the existing 
peerages and works of reference. 

This baby girl therefore becomes a peeress 
in her own right under the name of Lady 
Clifton, and the only circumstance under 
which she could be called upon to surrender 
this title would be in the altogether im- 
probable event of her widowed mother giv- 
ing birth to a posthumous child, who would 
in that case not only be entitled to his sis- 
ter's barony, but likewise to the Irish earl- 
dom and minor dignities already assumed 
by his uncle, the new Lord Darnley. 

The infant Lady Clifton becomes the 
twelfth peeress in her own right in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, the others being Lady Beau- 
mont, like herself, a tiny girl; the octo- 
genarian Lady Burdett-Coutts, the Canadian 
Lady MacDonald, Lady Berkeley, Lady 
Berners, Lady Conyers, the Countess of 
Cromartie (who married Major Blunt just 
about a year ago), the aged Lady Hamble- 
den, whose son must in the ordinary course 
of events ere long inherit her peerage; Lady 
Dorchester, Lady Grey, and Lady Kinloss. 

Some of these peerages held in their own 
right by women are of modern creation, 
such as those of Lady Burdett-Coutts, of 
Lady MacDonald, and of Lady Hambleden. 
Others such as those of the Ladies Cromartie 
and Dorchester are revivals of honors long 
in abeyance, while others again, such as 
those of the infant Ladies Beaumont and 
Clifton, are due to the peculiar provisions 
attending all Scotch peerages, and likewise 
certain old English peerages, known as 
peerages by writ, and which descend in the 
male as well as in the female line, a younger 
brother being, however, always preferred to 
an elder sister, the latter’s rights again being 
superior to those of an uncle or cousin.
